The main purpose of the 
bill is. to provide a new method 
of giving effect to the prin- 
ciple that the people: of each 
self-governing country within 
the British © Commonwealth 
have both a particular status as 
citizens of their own country 
and a common status as mem-~- 
bers of the wider association of 
peoples comprising the Com- 
monwealth. ‘ 

For the people of the United 
Kingdom and the colonies, there 
in to be established, according to 
the Covernment's wishes, a com- 
mon citizenship, 

The House of Lords rejected 
the word “citizen” for its “Re- 
publican flavour" and because 
cilizgnship, they said, essential- 
ly mennt the common enjoyment 
of .clvic rights and the common 
acceptance of civic responsibiil- 
tles. They therefore altered = the 
word “citizen” to “British sub- 
ject.” 

Mr. Chuter Ede soid that thy 
alternations by the House of 
Lords had slurred the conception 
of citizenship arid rendered its 
provisions incomprehensible. 


Colonial Subjects 
"Citizenship" was the ‘appro- 
printe term because Parliament 
at Westminster could legislate 
only for the United Kingdom 
and the colonies. Britain could 
not impose a law about nation- 
ality on any other member of 
the Commonwealth. 
Each of them was a distinet 
sovereign state for this purpose. 
The bill did not alter In the 


What he did not have, was a 
fecllng which gave him speciitl 
unify with the inhabitants of a 
colony and he excluded from 
that special unity his first cousin 
in a Dominion with whom he 
might well have pinyed in his 
grandfather's house. 

Up to now, the . operative 
natlonality has been Britleh.

The House af Commons also 
deleted’ by 307 votes to'105 1 
clause inserted by the House of 
Lords which would have main- 
tained the present status of Elre 
citizens as British subjects. 

The original Government 
clause was tonight restored, 
making it possible «for Elre 
citizens who, under the existing 
United Kingdom law, are British 
subjects, to retain thelr British 
nationality without forfeiting 
their status and position as 
citizens of Elre:—Reuter.
